HOLMES' TRIAL. 


His Insurance Swindling is 


Brought. Ont in Evidence 


AN INGENIOUS PAPER READ 


BY HIM IHUI.AIUXG THE 


JPIKTZELS TO UK ALIVE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—In the Holmes 


trial today the insurance swindles have 
been brought out. C. L. Perry of the 
Fidelity Mutual Life association, which 
Holmes swindled out of $10,000, testified 
to tbe circumstances of the swindle. 


He identified the policy for f 10,000 taken 


out in ite by Pietzel. It was paid twen- 
ty-two days after Pistzel's death. 


William Gray, inspector for the insur- 


ance company, testified that he took 
Hedgepeth's statement in the St. Louis 
penitentiary revealing the swindle and 
arrest of Holmes and Mrs. Fietzel in Bos- 
ton. An exception to this evidence was 
taken by the defence. 


Deputy Superintendent Hanscom of the 


Boston police testified to Holmes' arrest 
in Boston. It developed that Holmes was 
sent on to Philadelphia on no warrant at 
all. 


Holmes's statement was read to the 


jury. 
It was very lengthy and in it 


Holmes, purported to give details of a 
conspiracy of Pietzel's movements after 
the swindle was perpetrated. 


The statement was really a marvel of 


skilful circumstantial mendacity. In it 
Holmes maintains Pietzel and the chil- 
dren are alive and well. 


ANOTHER BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Winchester Arms Co. of New Haven Has 


Another Blow Up. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW HAVEN, CT., Oct. 30.—William 


Lextron, an employe ip the fulminate 
mixture department of the Winchester 
Arms company, was instantly killed this 
morning by an explosion. His body v.as 
blown in pieces. The mixture was one of 
the most dangerous explosives known.The 
cause of the explosion will probably never 
be known as Lextron was alone at the 
time. He had been at work only five 
minutes when the explosion occurred. 
The shock was felt throughout that part 
of the city in which the factory is located. 
This is the second fatal accident in this 
department in four months. Lextron was 
twenty-five years old and was married 
about a month ago.

The Fuller rally last night was an event 


of great public interest and the streets 
were thronged with people shortly after 
the supper hour. As the torches began 
to appear and the drums to be heard the 
crowds moved hither and yon evidently 
eager to get as near headquarters as pos- 
sible. The occasional booming of the 
Richmond Artillery club's cannon helped 
to keep things moving and the streets 
presented a stirring scene indeed. 


The 'Williamstown contingent came in 


on the 7 o'clock train, but the Adams 
men, about fifty in number, were delayed 
at Renfrew by the stoppage of the elec- 
tric cars owing to some trouble at the 
power station. In consequence of this 
they arrived too late to take part in the 
parade, although their transparency was 
carried. 


The line was formed on State street un- 


der the able supervision of Capt. R. B. 
Harvie, mounted, and his efficient aids, 
also mounted,Mr. Oaudette and Mr. Mont- 
gomery, and moved through Summer, 
Morris, Qulncy, Ashland, Washington 
avenue, Church, Eagle^ River,Holden and 
Main streets to the soldiers' •monument, 
and then countermarched and moved to 
Odd Fellows' hall, where the rally was 
held. The line was headed by Chief Mar- 
shall B. B. Harvie r^id Aids Montgomery 
arid Gaudette all monnted. Then came 
Clapp's band followed by torch bear- 
ers, the Continental drum corps, a del- 
egation 
of the Franco-American club, 


the Williamstown band and lantern pro- 
cession, the Military drum corps, the 
Richmond Artillery club, firing its cannon 
at frequent intervals, and a very numerous 
body of torch beareraold and young. Red 
fire was burned as the column moved up 
and down Main street and the crowds 
were enthusiastic. The big transparency 
brought from Adams was a conspicuous 
feature in the line. It bore the following 
devices: "We're from Adams and quite 
well, thank you," "Sheriff for nine years 
and wants it again—Well! well! well!" 
"The Fuller boom is a good thing—push 
it along!" "The Crosby family believes 
in protection to home politics." 


The parade was watched by crowds on 


all the streets through which it passed and 
the town was thoroughly aroused. At the 
close of the parade there was a grand 
rush for Odd Fellows' hall, which was 
speedily filled to the doors. 


In Odd Fellows Hull. 


Odd Fellows hall was. filled immediately 


when the parade reached it. There was 
great enthusiasm evident. 
When the 


men who occupied the platform began 
filing in upon it the cheering began. The 
appearance of Col. John Bracewell, Sena- 
tor Lawrence and J. 1C. Anthony was the 
cause for applause. The iront and rear of 
the platform were decorated with Ameri- 
can flags and hanging in the rear and to 
each side were large portraits of Mr. 
Fuller. Clapp's band was at the left of 
the platform and played selections. Mr. 
Fuller came upon the platform during 
the first selection and the applause was 
deafening. 


I'ol. John Brncewcll's Remarks. 


Col. John Bracewell who presided ad- 


mirably, in opening the meeting said it 
was a joyous occasion. We as citizens of 
North Adams have waked up to to justice 
to one of our own.

We are here 
to consider the question of sheriff, a high 
and honorable office. Pittsfi eld and other 
places have come in and let us get our 
chance for that office.

Storing the Boot Crop. 


About the last of October all root 


crops, except parsnips, which can be 
left out all winter, are pulled, placed 
in heaps and covered with the tops and 
a few inches of earth until the approach 
of cold weather, when they are stored 
in cellars, caves or pils. A New Eng- 
land Homestead correspondent who be- 
lieves that a good cave is the best place 
for a root crop tells about the one he 
built. Ho says: 


It is 15 by 30 feet, 7 feet deep, walled 


up with brick and roofed like a house. 
For sills I used rough timber which 
squared about G inches. Theso were 
hewed, placed on the brick walls and 
sunk in good mortal-. For rafters I used 
native timber 2j^ by 5 inches and a lit- 
tle over 9 feet long.. This gave a rise of 
about three feet, providing a good loft, 
just the place for storing late cabbage. 
The rafters are placed every two feet 
and covered with two thicknesses cl 
inch, boards sawed from onr native.tim- 
ber. I now have on about 15 inches of 
dirt, which I think will be sufficient, 
but in. ca^e more is needed will put it 
on. For ventilation I put a 6 inch tile 
through the roof, 20 feet back from the 
front door. By having a good cixvo to 
store in the roots can bo readily got at 
when wanted. They can also be pre- 
pared hero for fending without exposure 
to the cold. Plaoo a. good root cutter in 
the cavo, or cellar, out the roots and 
mix them with the other feed. Have 
the cave near the barn.

MOTIVE POWER ON THE FARM. 


A Plea For the Gasoline Engine, Which Ii 


Inexpensive and Easily Run* 


A very important and perplexing 


question has been that of motive power. 
\Vhat was most economical, safest, most 
convenient and serviceable to run our 
feed grinder, bone mill, forlder cutter 
and such other machinery as it might 
become necessary to use. A western man 
\vho has spent considerable time and 
money iu his attempts to solve this 
problem gives the benefit of his expe- 
rience to farmers at large through tho 
columns of Tho Prairie Farmer. His 
first power was a tread machine, next a 
horsepower, then a wind engine. He 
says: 


But, all things considered,'the power 


that leads all others oil-the farm is tho 
gasoline engine. It is safest, because it 
cannot erplodc, and not a spoilt of lire 
is to be mude. It has no boiler, and a 
pail of water is sufficient to run it all 
day. It is most convenient, for at any 
time you enter the barn you can haie 
your machinery running at full speed 
inside of two minutes. It is more eco- 
nomical than any other power, as 50 or 
75 cents' worth of gasoline will run it 
all day. No expert is needed to manage 
it—in fact, no one need go about it at 
any time, except when it needs oiling, 
and this only three or four times a day. 


Tho machinery about it is very sim- 


ple, and hence it is bound to be a very 
durable and serviceable machine. For 
uso on tho farm nothing has ever been 
invented that comee anyways near fill- 
ing its place, and I do not think any- 
thing ever will take its placo short of 
perpetual motion. 


I can find about it no fault as a mo- 


tive power on the farm, and those who 
are in need of a power should see this 
engine before purchasing. It is best to 
hava it mounted on tracks, as a rule, so 
that it can be easily moved around when 
needed upon difficult parts of the farm 
or from one farm to another. It is a ma- 
chine that several neighbors may own 
jointly, as a few days at most is about 
all the time any one farmer would need 
to use it, and two horses will easily 
draw it from one place to another. It is 
not as expensive as a steam engine of 
same power and can be run with one 
sixth the expense required to furnish a 
man, wood and -water necessary to run 
the steam engine. 


With a gasoline engine and less than 


$200 invested in a dynamo and fixtures 
the farmer can-light his house, barn and 
lawn at a very small cost, say, probablj 
3 cents an hour for gasoline, which iji 
the only expense he will incur. The 
cost of a good gasoline engine will run 
from $250 to $JOO, for from one to six 
horsepower machine. The uses to which 
it might be put npon the farm are al 
most innumerable. Where the farmer i« 
any sort of a mechanic, it could easily 
be arranged to do the sawing of the 
•wood, washing, churning, pumping, be- 
sides running all the machinery, about 
the barn. The model farm is hardly 
complete without this engine, and not 


The Soil For Lot tace. 


The fioil on which lettuco is grown 


near Boston produces plants so much 
larger ur.il more perfect than nro grrwu 
in many other parts of the country that 
investigations were undertaken to ascer- 
tain if possible the reason of this differ- 
ence. The conclusions arrived at and re- 
ported by Professor Galloway are that 
tho phy&ical properties of the soil are of 
the utmost importance in relation to 
plant growth, and that lettuce requires 
a soil possessing an abundance of fine 
gravel, sand and silt iii such mechan- 
ical mixture as to provide sufficient 
moisture, heat iiud air—a condition ex- 
isting in the Boston soil. 


Comparisons of deep and shallow cu 


tivation have been made at the Mich 
gau and Utah stations, with very dif- 
ferent results. In 45 trials at the Michi- 
gan station the yield of marketable tu- 
bers was in 40 cases in favor of deep 
culture, while in Utah shallow culture 
gave a greater yield than deep. Results 
are soconflictingthatnooonclusions can 
as yet be drawn.

Holmes .'Changes His Mind About 


: Conducting I'fl Own Case. 


, Tex., Oct. 30.—Henry Hilhird, n 


negro, was brought to this place yesterday 
and burned to death in the public square. 
Hilliard had met Mrs. Bell at a point 
about four miles from .here. What oc- 
curred could only be told by the negro him- 
Belf and the evidence given by the dead 
fcotly of tho woman. 


The ground shows that she had strug- 


gled for her honor, and the condition of 
the body told of cruelty that has rarely 
been equalled by Jack the Hipper. After 
outraging the body the negro deliber- 
ately cut her throat, and then taking 
his knife, ripped up her body. A posse 
was quickly organized, led by Deputy 
Sheriff Smith of Tyler, who with lan- 
terns in hand and .aided by n hound, 
tracked 
the 
negro 
to 
within 
four 


miles of this t*!acc, where they found him 
fast asleep iu a cotton pen. The negro's 
clothing was stained with blood which ho 
had attempted to wash out. The posao 
started back to Tyler with tho negro. 


The negro was captured about i o'clock 


yesterday morning three miles from Kil- 
gore. He offered no resistance. Soon after 
the olliccrs had him handcuffed, a mob of 
nomc 200 men, heavily <trmed, arrived on 
the scene and demanded the immediate" 
surrender of the 
prisoner, which was 


readily given. 


The mob then left for the scene of the 


murder, whore they arrived yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. The .crowd con- 
tinued to gather at the scene of the hor- 
rible crime until nearly 2000 citizens of 
Tyler and vicinity wero there. A few 
moments before the fiend was brought to 
the place a meeting was held and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate his 
identity. Witnesses were summoned and 
closely interrogate:l. Tbe result was 


A Thorough Identification. 


In u few moments an officer approached 


from over the hill, followed by 300 deter- 
mined and well-armed men. When near 
the scene tho officers were overpowered 
and disarmed, and the negro, Hilliard, 
brought before the committee. 


He made a full confession, in substance 


as follows: " I wns coming down thw road 
and saw Mrs. Bell in the road. She was 
scared of me, and I knew that if I passed 
her she would say I tried to rape her, and 
I concluded that I would rape her and 
then kill her. I out her throat, and cut her 
in another place and left." 


He wrote a note to his wife and gave it 


to the sheriff. It read as follows: "lam 
arrested by 'Wig' Smith. 
You know j 


what they will do with me. If I doa't ste j 
yon any more, goodby. Henry." 


After his confession and thorough iden- 


tillcation, a vote was taken as to what the 
mode of punishment would be. It was 
agreed to burn him, and it was agreed 
that he sluuiHl suffer the penalty in tho 
public square. The line Of march was 
taken up toward Tyler, and at 4 o'clock 
the head o° the line entered the main 
plaza, where no less than 7000 people 
were assembled. A large cwwd of women 
nnd children were congregated on the 
awnings surrounding the public plaza. 
Wagons, carriages, trees and building 
wu'i'e converted into grandstands and wero 
thronged at 1:30 o'clock.

A Gruesome Exhibition. 


A scaffold was erected in the cenfet of 


the soiKire. Wagons laden with kindling 
wood, c*):il oil and straw were driven to 
the scene und placed in position. The 
negro was then given an opportunity to 
speak, but his words wore inaudible, but 
when lie offered up his last prayer his 
words could be heard for several blocks. 
He was then lashed to the iron rail that 
extended through the.platform, Mr. Bell, 
the husband of the murdered woman, ap- 
plied the match and the flames shot up- 
ward, enveloping the brute in sheets of 
lire. 


He begged for mercy. It was denied 


him. 
the assertion being that he would bo 


punished for the murder of the woman. IG 
was determined to burn him at once, but 
the fire was quenched after the last piece 
of wood was burned. In a few moments 
the fire was started again. From the time 
the match was applied until his death was 
exactly 50 minutes.

The officers were powerless, and the sheriff 
wired tho governor, but his message was 
too late.

pathy of the court and jury by making 
himself out a much-wronged man, forced 
to flght alone what may prove to be his 
lost battle, in spite of his ignorance of the 
technicalities ot tho law and his alleged 
physical infirmity.
